CHICAGO, Jun, 16.—A
“commerclal clearing house”, an institu.

without recourse to banks, was launched
lust night at the meeting of the Chieago
Credit Men's Awsociation, The proposal
was enthusiastically recelved by repre-
sentatives of 350 large businesses houses.

tion, with a view to devising ways and
means o put the plan into operation,

The plan is simply the adaptation of
the “bankers’ clearing-house syatem" to
the needs of mereantile affairs, Large
mereantile houses would proceed at once
to offect dobtor and creditor setloments
among themselves, by the exchange of
canoeled checks, in a manner similar to
the settlements made by banks, with
mo neceasily for the exchange of real
money.

These mercantile sattlements will be
made on the basis of the values of sound
mereantile accounts,

Clemmons Again Attacked Dosh and
This Time With Such Fierceness That
Dosh Was Felled and His Skull Badly
Injured by Btriking the Curbing.

DES MOINES, Jan 18.—An absolute
mystery surrounds the assault upon At-

torney Dosh of Stuart, Iowa, yesterday
by Carl L. Clemmons, a rich lumberman
of Smohomish, Wash., in the office of
the attorney-general at the state house
and later on the street. The victim now
lies in @ critical condition at the hos-
pital and bis assailant was arrested bo-
day and held in bonds awaiting develop-
ments. The two men met by accident in
an ante-room of the attorney.general's
office. They engaged in a discussion,
which was followed by an assault by
Clemmons on Dosh. Strangely enough
the two men left the capital together,
Two blocks down the street Clemmons
agnin attackel Dosh and this time with
such fierceness that Dosh was felled and
his skull badly injured on the edge of
the curbing. Clemmons cared his vie
tim upstairs to a doctor's office nearby.

Clemmons registered the name of Mrs.
Harriet L. Clemmons, though his wife
was not with him. Clemons says he
cannot explain this nxmpk it was a fool-
ish joke.

SEATTLE, Jan. 186—A special to the
Post-Intelligencer from Snohomish says
that Carl Clemmons was president of the
Chamber of Commerce and a prominent
land owner and timber dealor. He lived
in Suohomish eight years and was form-
erly publisher of the Snohomish Trib-
une. He was a graduate of Stanford
and was a prominent athlete there. His
wife and two children live here. Clem-
mong was raisad in Iowa.
